Is there hope 
for simplifying 
bureaucratese?

The puzzled parents didn't know if they should be pleased or

Son John's report card said he had obtained the ability to 


comprehend multiplying factors up to the fifth quantifier. 


Simple translation: John had learned the multiplication 


tables up to 5 times 5. 


The Lincoln area school teacher hadn't known exactly how to 


write the report card. She'd asked the principal, who supplied the 
words according to "policy.". 


The parents faced dressed-up verbiage common in the do- 


main of lawyers, bureaucrats, insurers, realtors and educators. 
The whereas,-the heretofore, the facilitator and quantifier of their 
daily lives bump into our own. 


John's parents have a lot of confused company. 
Although everyman doesn't need to read each bill, Revisor of 


Statutes (bill writer) Bruce A. Cutshall said, "We're striving for 
brevity and clarity and precision," taking the fluff out of would-be 
laws.

Cutshall said that few words in legislation these days will 


push us to the dictionary, although some — such as delineation or 
efficacy — do slip in. Often court-tested language is preferred. 
"Maybe that's a burden we have to overcome." 


Some things you can't change 


But some specialty 'language in bills is necessary. Laws 


honored in other states must have uniform language. Technical 
actuary writing is required for retirement law computations, and 
drug laws must use exact medical terminology. Unclear or not to 
the layman, Cutshall can't change it. 


Legislative Bill 325, which deals with public access to records 


and the right to know, has a 53-word sentence which means 
anyone denied such access can sue the person who has the 
records. 


Elsewhere, however, Cutshall runs into obstacles..He has 


"no power to change" a bill" requester's concept or meaning 
without persmission. 


Yet, he cited increasing cooperation with his efforts to pre- 


vent confusion by writing bills with shorter sections and shorter 
sentences, eliminating long lists of "provided that" and avoiding 
"hereinafter stated" and other dated .phrases. 
. 


Cutshall does have the authority to offer ''revisor's bills," 


which he calls tools "to "clear up defects" in laws and "har- 
monize" them when necessary. Also, via "revisor's notes,".he can 
make changes on his own, for example', to make'language conih1 
tide with a court ruling, transfer a "section If a function has 
changed, or make an item easier"to find/ He also strikes obsolete 
history Sections. 
; 


He even frets about commas 


"We follow a lot of the trends" toward simplification and 


clarity but each law must pass legal and constitutional muster, 
Cutshall said. That's perhaps more important because of possible 
challenges. Nonetheless, he frets about how the placement of a 
comma can alter the meaning in a series of nouns. 


Cutshall's writing must anticipate operations provided by a 


. law and fend off potential resulting problems. A simple idea can 


require complex descriptions. The mid-session rush often con- 
tributes to hastily drafted additions arid bills; • 


But a bill isn't like poetry, the springboard for individual in- 


Jerpretation, Cutshall reminds. He must not only prevent confu- 
sion but achieve universal interpretation and prevent technical 
repeal.

Consumers encounter another mother lode of confusion in in- 


surance contracts. Company attorneys struggle to simplify wor- 
ding but keep the time-tested legal status intact'said Donald G. 
Erway, deputy state insurance director. 


A few companies tried issuing simplified contracts but "the 


jury is still out as to whether we'll see a trend" that becomes es- 
tablished, Erway said. 


Regulators in general would like to see insurance contracts 


written as clearly and simply as possible, he said,^ but' "there's 
probably a happy medium" between reading ease and satisfying 
the law. "Everyone's trying to protect themselves to the fullest 
extent." based on court decisions and attempts to close loopholes, 
even if itxequires more complexity. 


One Column A reporter's policy for his car that's not yet paid 


off includes an 88-word sentence that translates: If he crashes, the 
bank gets its money first and then the reporter gets any left over. 


Insurers are caught somewhere between selling a service to 


meet a need and being legally accurate. Life and health policies 
are becoming simpler while property and liability policies are 
going the other way, he said. 


Cover letters can be simple 


Although the companies will continue to strive for simplicity, 


"whether this will be fully achieved as some might envision, I 
really doubt it," Erway said. Still, some companies mite policy 
cover letters in simpler terms that explain the coverage in the at- 
tached legal format "We might see this required -with most 
policies in the future." 


One insurance company, Kemper, has developed a set of free 


information booklets to explain the fine print in casualty and 
property insurance. In addition, a toll-free number is available for 
consumers with questions about their policies. 


Real estate contracts hare a bold-face line at the top that 


•warn consumers that what they are about to sign is a legal docu- 
ment and, if they don't ifederstand it, Ihey should contact a 
lawyer. 


That according to one local realtor, is not an attempt to 


drum up business for lawyers. It is to protect the buyer, the seller 
and the agent The legalese is required by the courts since deeds 
and abstracts are involved, and because so much money changes 
hands, he added. 


Loan company officials also struggle -with an overabundance 


of confusing legal language Most have to explain certain 
questions on loan application forms to potential borrowers, 
Again, ilie legal language is defended as being essenti^becaiiseof 
jhe large sums of money involved, and the involvement of Jhe 
federal government in secured loans. 


Not all government officials cotton lo the confusing language, 


either,

Arsonist sets fire killing 25 


. New York (AP) — An arsonist set a fire in the 
only stairway to a second story Puerto Rican social 
'club in the South Bronx during a festive party early 
Sunday and 25 persons died in a panicky surge for" 
safety. There were 24 injured, many leaping from 
windows ta avoid the flames. 


"There was only one exit," a Fire department 


spokesman said, adding that this accounted for the 
panic and high loss of life,:worst of its kind in the city 
in a decade. A fire escape from the club was reported 
blocked by a locked gate. 


Some of the dead bore evidence of having been 


trampled as they tried to escape. Some literally were 
torn from their shoes, which were scattered about 
the room as'pitiful reminders of the terror that ac- 
companied* the fierce flash fire. Ten died in 
restrooms where they either fled or were trapped. 


"Everybody started acting crazy," said an injured 


survivor, Jose Echeverria, 56. "The only way out was 
the window and we took turns. I had to wait for two 
people before I could jump. If I stay one minute 
longer, I am dead." 


As for the arsonist, Police Commissioner Michael 


Codd told a news conference: "We are questioning 
many people, anyone who indicated he was at the 
scene'or near the premises." 


However, it was learned from a fire department 


source that much of questioning centered around an 
injured survivor of the blaze, a man suspected of 
having been thrown out of the party some time, 
before the fire. 


• Witnesses said .the man had engaged in an argu- 
ment'over his wife's dancing with another man. 
There were reports that he came back with gasoline, 
kerosene or-some flammable substance, spread the 
liquid in the stairwell and set it afire. He was said to ' 
have threatened when thrown out, "Don't worry. I'll 
get you."

Mayor Abraham Beame directed fire officials to 


inquire into possible violations of the fire code. Com- 
missioner O'Hagan said ground floor stores in the 
brick building had been inspected earlier this year, 
but that it had been five years since his men had 
been able to gain access to the social club. 


Broax Dist. Atty. Mario Merola said a fire escape 


on the second floor was blocked by a window gate 
locked from the inside against burglars. Two win- 
dows at the rear of the 25- by 40-foot clubroom were 
bricked up. 


Merola called the tragedy "the greatest number of 


• deaths in any arson in New York City history." 


The club'was being used by a group of Dominicans 


for a Saturday night party that was by invitation on- 
ly. About 50 persons were present and one police of- 
ficer said, "Everyone knew everyone else." 


Called "The Puerto'Rican Social Club," the 


premises usually were heavily utilized on weekends. 
One man said, "They were lucky it wasn't 150 or 200 
killed." 


At the city morgue, relatives and friends filed in 


during the day as the process of identifying the dead 
proceeded. Chief medical examiner Dominick 
DiMaio said 16 women and nine men died, all from 
smoke inhalation. Twenty-one of the bodies were 
identified Sunday. 


Among those who came to the morgue was a preg- 


nant woman and.her 10-year-old daughter, both 
weeping for a lost relative. However, it was decided 
to.call in the victim's 15-year-old brother-in-law to 
make the identification. 


"We can't-take the woman down there," a police 


woman said. "She's too hysterical already. And I 
wouldn't put that kid through that." 


First notification of the blaze came to the fire 


department by telephone at 2:39 a.m. A nearby 
^alarm box was pulled at 2:40 a.m. One of the first 
'firemen on the scene described the fire as "very 
fierce and very fast — the'poor people never had a 
chance." The fire burned quickly; and soon after,3 
a.m. it was brought under control. 


Jacob Melendez, 27, leader of a band playing for - 


the party, told of the argument involving the man 
and" woman, after which the man was told to leave. 
"Don't worry. I'll get you," Melendez quoted the 
man as warning. 


"The man then left," Melendez went on. "We con- 


tinued to play and everyone was having a good time. 
About an hour and a half later, I heard a noise and 
immediately saw flames and black smoke by the 
door." 


Melendez said he put down his guitar and told his 


musicians to get out. He continued: 


':By that time the flames had spread all over. I 


jumped over a table and broke a window and 
jumped."

Vietnam accepts U.S. bid for initial talks 


Washington (AP) — Vietnam has accepted 


a United States proposal aimed at opening dis- 


• cussions on normalizing relations between the 
two-countries, Secretary="of State Henry 
Kissinger said.Sunday. ;_!;._.• 


Kissinger confirmed! the Vietnamese accep- 


tance .to reporters after appearing on CBS' 
"Face the Nation." He gave no further details. 


In Paris, Vietnamese officials said they have 


agreed to meet "for an exchange of views on 
problems of interest to .each side."-They did not 
indicate .when or where the meeting would be 
held. 
• 


The United States and Vietnam have been 


exchanging messages i through their respective 
embassies in Paris for the pastsix months. 


An American official said the United States 


wants to hold preliminary talks with the Viet- 
namese "to test the waters" before committing 
•itself to hard bargaining.

• ."We want to talk about talks," he said. ....... 


The chief American objective is a full accoun- 


ting of Americans still listed as missing in action 
in Vietnam. Hanoi is seeking war reconstruction 
aid which the United States pledged in the Paris 
peace agreement of January 1973. 


Several hours after Kissinger's comments, the 


State Department issued a "statement 
emphasizing that "an absolute precondition of 
any normalization is a complete accounting of 
all our missing in action."

A department spokesman said the statement 


was prompted by questions as to the U.S. stand 
after Kissinger made his .comments to 
reporters.

-officials 'say that massive Vietnamese 


-violations/of the agreement preclude American 
' assistance. Moreover, there is virtually no santi-

Democratic presidential nominee Jimmy 
Carter.

The secretary said the independence and non- 


alignment of Yugoslavia is a "major American 
interest" and questioned Carter's statement 
.'that Yugoslavia lies outside the American 
defense perimeter. 


Kissinger said that all Republican and 


Democratic presidents in .the post-World Warn 
era 'have considered' the independence; of 
Yugoslyia an important objective. - The' 
secretary added that he was "positive" Carter- 
would reconsider his stand if elected. 


Carter said last .week that he would not go to 


war in Yugoslavia even if that country was the 
target of a Soviet attack after.the death of Presi- 
dent Tito.

Responding to Carter's criticism that the - 


United States sells too much military equipment" 
abroad, Kissinger said, 'We cannot be the 
world's policeman, and if we cannot sell arms to. 
certain countries, then there is going to be a 
vacuum that somebody is going to fill."

It's been six years since Bob Kerrey 


won a Congressional Medal of Honor for 
valor in the Vietnam War. 


He doesn't think of that war very 


often; when* he does, his memories 
seem to jolt him. 


Hie only one of three living Nebraska 


medal winners still residing in the state, 
Kerrey win speak at a tree-planting 
ceremony in honor of medal recipients 
Monday at 10:30 a.ra. at the Lincoln 
Veterans Administration Hospital 


In an interview -with The Lincoln Star 


five years ago, Kerrey talked of joining 
a movement to depose Resident Nixon 
and to end Hie war -which be feared 
"may have permanently damaged 
America. 


Admittedly mellowed, Kerrey says 


today he sees no terribly adverse effects 
of the war and finds that "a pretty good 
indicator of how resilient our society 
is." 


Personally, be saj-slre doesn't harbor 


any ill win against the people who 
evaded or deserted, "tool it's difficult 
for me lo harbor ill wiil against people," 
he adds. 


Still, he says he feels closer to those 


who went to prison to avoid the draft 
than those who evaded or deserted. 


A Navy officer who suffered injaries 


from an enemy grenade which cost him 
part of a leg while he was leading a raid 
on an island in the bay of Nha Trang in 
March 1969, Kerrey has some mis- 
givings about the military medal 
system. 


"The medal system leaves so many 


people oat," he feels. 


Yet he does not downgrade his award 


in any way. Instead, he feels he's 
receiving it for people in combat whose 
heroics went unobserved and on- 
awarded 


"1 sai in the hospital with a wounded 


guy who ilost one leg above the knee and 
the other was mangled. He bad stepped 
on a mine trying Jo get to another guy. 
He got nothing. But he was proud to 
know me It helped him that someone 
he iked got Ihe medal'" 


Being in combat and then spending 


tight months in hospitals recuperating 
from his injuries were the two strongest 
experiences of Kerrey's fife. It is those 
experiences and not the aftermath of 
being a medal trainer Jhal affect the 
way he relates to people, 


•"I feel comradeslrip with anyone 


who's been in combat activity and ! 
always will. It's the only real strong 
comradeship 1 feel'" 


Kerrey is cautious about appearing 


negative, lest his comments create more 


s 


grief for those men who have been in 
combat 


"I'd be far less reluctant to speak 


openly about how I feel if I didn't have 
the medal of honor. 


Hie honor inhibits him, he says, 


because he runs the risk of sounding 
like he's speaking for a whole organiza- 
tion of medal winners. 


Married and the father of two young 


children, Kerrey, 33, is back in Lincoln 
setting up a new restaurant. Grand- 
mother's Skillet He and Ms brolher-ia- 
Jaw began a similar operation in Omaha 
three years ago. 


Thinking about this country today, 


Kerrey says Americans no longer feel a 
strong nationalism. "You can't say 
you're proud lo be an American and not 
be accused of being a radical right- 
winger." 


But for himself, he can say he's proud 


to be an American. 
, "The draft didn't make me an 
American. I was one from the day I was 
bom in Lincoln. We've blundered, 
we've committed atrocities, bat we've 
dons some enormously generous things 
too." 


Kerrey's own political leanings have 


been tempered by the realities of the 
workaday world.' 


"You cant have two restaurants and 


be a radical.'1

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Man rescued in raft 
after 28 days at sea 


San Francisco (DPI)'— A survivor of the 


sinking pi the 42-foot yacht "Spirit" was rescued 
in the Pacific Sunday after being adrift for 28 days 
in a life raft which held two others who died and 
were buried at sea. 


Bruce Collins. 28, Walnut Creek, Calif., was 


picked up by the Coast Guard cutter Campbell 
after his raft was spotted earlier by a Navy search 
plane. 


A spokesman at Coast Guard headquarters in 


San Francisco said Collins was placed in the 
cutter's sick bay and his condition was not known. 


The" two persons buried at sea were Jim 


Ahola, 25, and Camilla Arthur. 20, both of San 
Anselmo. Calif. Collins told crewmen of the 
Campbell that Miss Arthur died on their 21st day 
aboard the raft and Atiola on the 19th day. 


• An air-sea search which covered about 35,000 


square miles was launched for the trio last Mon- 
day when a raft containing two other survivors of 
the sinking was found. 


Durel Miller. 28. -a professional sailor from 


Oklahoma, and Nancy Perry. 21, San Anselmo. 
were picked up by a freighter heading toward 
Yokohama, Japan. 
„- 


"both Miller and Miss Perry were reported in 


surprisingly good condition. 


Navy and Coast Guard planes and ships par- 


ticipated in the weeklong efforts. However, when 
Collins was found, the number had been 
decreased sharply. 


Miller told his rescuers that the "Spirit" sank 


"incredibly fast" Sept. 27 while he was at the 
helm and the other four were asleep. He heard a 
loud crash or explosion, the vessel tipped on its 
side and Miller became entangled in the rigging. 


But within three to five minutes, he said, the 


crew managed to inflate the-rafts. However, the 
rafts were separated during a storm. 


Aboard Collins' raft were a medical kit, six 


cans of emergency drinking water, a knife, a five- 
gallon container of water, a flashlight, two 
parachute flares and three hand-held flares. 


Miller and Miss Perry were found 900 miles 


. west of San Francisco. 


Miller said that during the three weeks they 


were on the raft they were blown away from their 
three associates by strong winds. 


The Coast Guard said the Campbell was 


returning to San Francisco with Collins.

demonstrators at a Soweto 


• .cemetery Sunday/ killing 'three 


persons, a senior "police official 
said.-He reported 51-were injured. 


Police also fired on a smaller 


crowd in the all-black Soweto 
township. The latest .casualties 
raised the toll from black protests 
against the white-minority 
government to at least 344 per- 
sons killed and more than 2,000 
wounded since June. 


About 2,000 blacks followed the 


funeral procession of a black stu- 
dent from Ngoye University in 
Zululand to the cemetery Sunday.

police to respond to a call has little proven 
relation to their success in solving a crime, 
but a slow response may make the public un- 
happy, according to a Police Foundation 
report issued Sunday. 


The study concerned public satisfaction 


with police response times. The foundation, 
a private, non-profit organization, said it 
resulted in several conclusions: 
"' 


—• The foundation does not believe 


statistics now available prove there is a 
direct connection between rapid police 


response and arrests. 


— TiiQjmblic's satisfaction depends more 


on what it has been led to expect than on the 
actual speed of response. 


— Police could avoid useless speed in 


cases that do not call for it by advising the 
public what response time to expect in 
various types of calls. 


The study was a spinoff of an experiment 


the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration financed in Kansas City. Mo., to 
determine 
whether 
"preventative" 


patrolling made a difference in crime rates. 


The publicized experiment, carried out in 


part of the city, indicated routine/ patrolling 
made little difference. During the experi- 
ment police monitored all responses to help 
calls to make sure the experiment did not en- 
danger anyone. 


The loundation study of police responses 


was based on records of the monitors and on 
questionnaires mailed later to persons who 
had called for help. 


"It is possible that public assurances of 


rapid police response may inadvertently 
result in citizen dissatisfaction, when 
response time exceeds that which citizens 
have been led to expect,"'the report said.

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Ed Zorinsky bases campaign on performance as Omaha mayor

Darting back and forth across neighborhood 


streets in Beatrice, striding through clumps of 
bright yellow leaves, Ed Zorinsky literally 
took ills campaign door to door. 


"I'm Ed Zorinsky, mayor of Omaha and a 


candidate for the Senate," he smiled. "I just 
• wanted to say hello. Have a nice day.," 


And on he moved through a carefully chosen 


"swing" neighborhood which, according to 
past voting records, is peopled by "ticket 
splitters," voters whose ballots often end up 
with marks for candidates in both parties. 


Zorinsky has been in both parties, and 


sometimes the Democratic senatorial nominee 
sounds very much like a Republican. 


In fact, that's exactly what one officer at the 


First National Bank in Beatrice told'thim. 


Edward Zorinsky is a political phenomenon. 
The 47-year-old mayor first caught the 


public's eye as a maverick director of the 
Omaha Public Power District, taking positions 
which were'sharply consumer oriented. 


In 1973, he left his executive post in a 


family-owned tobacco wholesale business 
after an upset victory in the mayor's race, then 
astonished almost everyone by topping even 
gregarious Eugene Leahy, his predecessor, in 
subsequent popularity surveys charted by the 
Omaha World-Herald. 


Then he changed his life-long Republican 


allegiance' to Democratic to seek this year's 
Democratic senatorial nomination,' upending 
former Democratic State Chairman Hess Dyas 
in last May's primary election. 


Now, suddenly, some polls show him out 


front in the showdown race with the generous- 
ly financed, carefully organized campaign of 
Congressman John McCollister. If'Zorinsky 
wins, it will be the first Democratic senatorial 
triumph since 1934. 


"I've never been a great believer in polls.. 


They can change very rapidly," he says. 


So Zorinsky just keeps moving on. 
His basic message is "performance" as 


mayor of Omaha, operating as a fiscal conser- 
vative with a balanced budget, fighting the 
federal bureaucracy, operating "open and 
honest government," responding to people's 


ncods as a highly visiole chief executive. 


The door on his office at city hall was 


removed to ease the citizen's access to the 
mayor, and he promises to do the same thing 
if he gets to Washington. 


That record, he says, bumps into the 


"rhetoric" of Congressman McCollister, 
whose performance indicates that he would 
follow "the historic record of Nebraska's 
representation in the Senate." 


Nebraska senators say to their constituents: 


"I voted in your best interests — and lost." 


Zorinsky says he would like to use his talents 


as "a salesman for Nebraska," and be able to 
vote in Nebraska's best interests — and win. 


At a Chamber of Commerce luncheon at the 


Beatrice Elks Club, where he ate a sloppy joe 
and vegetable soup, Zorinsky said McCollister 
is' trying to distort his position on issues with 
"half truths and, in some places, lies, outright 
lies."

For instance, and most specifically, 


Zorinsky does not support the Humphrey- 
Hawkins full employment bill, he said. • 


• Zorinsky says he endorses "the concept of 


putting people back to work,"'but not the 
proposal to use government as the employer of 
last resort and not the increased bureaucracy 
proposed in that legislation. 


On other issues, he supports target farm 


prices at cost of production, opposes national 
health insurance, supports right-to-work laws 
and supports income tax credits for creation of 
new jobs in private industry. 


Asked to respond to suggestions that he 


would be politically owned by organized labor, 
Zorinsky says only 10% of his campaign funds 
have corne from unions. 
"" ... 


In return, he said, he promised one thing: 


"open, honest government." 


At Wesleyan, Zorinsky amused students 


with self-deprecating humor, then forcefully 
asnwered a dozen questions. 


Back in Omaha, he told the students, he is 


sometimes described as a warm speaker and a 
model mayor. But he looked the words up in 
the dictionary, he said, and discovered that he 
was being described as a "not too hot" 
speaker and a mayor who is "a small imitation 
of the real thing." 


Asked if his party switch wasn't "oppor- 


tunistic." Zorinsky told the students that he 
was visited by Republican leaders who told 
him he "couldn't run" in the. GOP primary 
"because Senator Hruska had annointed 
McCollister to be his successor." 


Instead, they suggested, he could be 


McCollisters GOP successor in the Second 
District House seat, Zorinsky said. 


But' he decided to change parties and go 


after McCollister. 


"I switched so I could fight," he suggested 


later during the ride down Highway 77 to 
Beatrice. 


And fight he has. After a primary battle 


which he essentially won in Omaha with 
limited campaigning, Zorinsky has hit the road 
to 92 counties. 


Zorinsky estimates his general election 


expendutures at about $125.000 which, he 
points out, would be $100,000 less than the 
money expended by McCollister.

McCollister worries about Watergate, urges look at his record

Driving his own car between campaign 


appearances in Lincoln and Omaha on a cold 
and gusty morning, John Y. McCollister 
^ettled back and-took a candid look at what 
appears to be his remarkably volatile Senate 
contest with Edward Zorinsky. 


Republicans are accustomed to winning 


Senate races in Nebraska (they've won 14 in a 
row), but this one seems to be up for grabs. 


"I've thought a lot about it," the GOP 


nominee mused. 


"I think Watergate may have had the 


effect of making people forget what I stood 
for. 


"It tended .to erase any previous 


awareness of how I vote (as a member of the 
House), what I believe, how I work. 


'•Nebraskans are so disturbed about the 


federal government, and Congress '— the 
deficits, inflation, regulation, intrusion — that 
they tend to say: 'Don't bother me with the 
details, fix it.'

"They forget we (Republicans) are a 2-to- 


1 minority, -and they expect us to Jiave done 
more." 


McCollister 
finds himself in' the 


frustrating position of probably losing his own 
congressional district (perhaps badly) even 
though he believes he has voted "the way the 
people of the district wanted'' for six years. 


"I think Zorinsky may be following a good 


strategy," McCoilister continues. "He's 
' avoiding issues. I've tried to talk about issues, 


but I can't tie him down. 


"That inability to engage him in a discus- 


sion of the issues is helpful to him." 


If Nebraskans would consider issues and 


look at McCollister's voting record, he 
believes, they would elect him Nebraska's new 
senator. 


McCollister frankly believes he is better 


informed, better prepared and better qualified 
to battle for their interests, particularly their 
major economic interests in agriculture and 
small business. 


"I would get a quicker start," he told 


retired civilian city employes in Omaha at 
North's Chuck Wagon restaurant. 


"'I've been there. I know the issues. You 


could predict how I would vote." 


jJohn Y. McCollister, 55, a small 


. businessman most of his life, Douglas County 
commissioner from 1965 to 1971 and a threes 
term member of the House (he kayoed 
Republican incumbent Glenn Cunningham in 
1970 to get there) from the Omaha-based Se- 
cond District, is a quick study. ' 


• Articulate, his mind racing ahead of his 


words, often anticipating questions before 
they are fully stated, he sometimes turns 
language into an art form, carefully choosing. 


• his words, but maintaining the flow of his 
delivery. Not an orator, but a compelling 
speaker. 


. Agriculture would be his "dominant in- 


terest" in the Senate, he told both the 
Nebraska Agricultural Council in Lincoln and 
the Omaha Cosmopolitan Club at a luncheon 
at Johnny's Cafe .in South Omaha. , 


"The first thing that happens (in the 


Congress) in 1977 is a new farm bill," 
McCollister noted. 


McCollister is proud of his Number One 


ranking in the Congress by the National 
Federation of Independent Business, and he 


wants-to help ease the burdens of small 
businessmen. 


In Lincoln, earlier in the day, at a meeting 


of the 19-organization Agricultural Council at 
the Holiday Inn, McCollister stressed his farm 
background. He was born and raised on an 
Iowa farm. 


Implicit in that emphasis is a veiled 


suggestion that he might be more attuned to 
statewide interests than the mayor of Omaha. 


When Zorinsky criticizes him for voting 


against the public works bill, McCollister 
notes that the measure was "good for Omaha 
but not for Nebraska." 


In statewide terms, the bill will cost 


Nebraskans more than they receive in 
assistance, most of which would be funneled 
into Omaha, where unemployment is relative- 
ly high. 


Zorinsky "says he is a fiscal conser- 


vative." but he supports a bill which was $3.7 
billion higher than the President's budget. 


"Damn it," McCollister tells a newsman, 


"he can't have it both wavs." 


McCollister's record shows he will vote 


.against increased federal spending, for a 


balanced federal budget and, in the process, 
against the inflation triggered by federal 
deficits, he says. 


McCollister has been campaigning for 15 


months, at first only on weekends and during 
congressional recesses, more recently on a 
full-time basis: 


His car has chalked up 20.000 miles this 


year; he figures another 5,000 miles of cam- 
paigning has been covered by airplane. 


Working his way generally from west to 


east across the state, he thinks he has hit all 93 
counties and most Nebraska communitites. 


General election campaign spending will 


reach $250,000. 


The recent newspaper poll which first 


showed him behind Zorinsky served to 
"energize" his campaign, McCollister says. 


"1 got up at 6 a.m. that morning, brewed a 


pot of coffee and thought about what we 
should do. I decided to 'regroup up,' " using 
the results to shock his supporters into an even 
greater effort. 


In the end he believes, the victory will be 


determined by whose supporters are most 
successful in luring people to the polls.

Professor judges Carter-Ford debates on 6 criteria

It takes many of the same skills to be a 


good debater as it does to be president, 
according to James Klump,' University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln speech professor and 
debate coach. 
^Klump, who teaches a course in 
political communication, has been 
analyzing the 1976 presidential campaign 
debates from a debater's viewpoint. 


Judging on debating skills, Klump gives 


a slight edge to Jimmy Carter for overall 
performance, but "believes President 
Ford got the better of Carter in the first 
debate. 
• -- 
- ' • 


Klump judged them on six criteria: 


ability to control and retain information, 
refutation ability, identification of values 
on which policy is based, preparation and 
presentation, analysis, and organization: 


He saw little difference between Carter 


and Ford on the first point. "Both used 
accurate information and used it well," 
h e said. 
' . - . . - . . 


When they differed on -facts, it was 


usually because" they were using different 
kinds of statistics, he said. An example 
was Carter's emphasis in the first debate 
on- unemployment figures, while Ford 
bragged about increased employment. 


Both were correct, but each considered 


his statistics more important than the 
other's. 


In the second debate, everyone 


expected Carter to be poorly prepared on 
foreign 'policy. But according to Klump, 


Carter came off looking just as 
knowledgeable as the President. 
.". 


Carter won'the,second debate; Lump 


believes, not only because Of Ford's 
blpoper about eastern,- Europe, but 
because "Carter recognized the value 
contents of policies." 


Ford talked about'specific decisions of 


his administration, while Carter called 
for morality in foreign policy decisions. 


"Traditionally Americans 
have 


evaluated foreign policy more on morali- 
ty than pragmatics.'!. Klump said. . . . . . 


Both candidates were poor on refuta- 


tion, he feels. Carter imporved aftefthe 
first debate, .but .both..men made many 
statements which should have been 
refuted and weren't. 
, 


Klump said the format was partly to 


blame for this. The presidential can- 
didates were not given a second chance to 
respond to a question or to question each 
other directly. 


The vice presidential debate between 


Sens. Robert Dole and Walter'Mondale 
was better structured, Klump said, 
because it did allow more opportunity for 
refutation. 


"BotWFord and-Carter were prepared 


to the teeth." Klump said, indicating that 
he felt this was a good feature of the 
debates. 


It is not fair to criticize .them because 


they had "already thought out answers to 
many likely questions, he said. He would 
expect the same of students in a college 
debate. 
. .

We would not want men making 


presidential decisions unprepared, he 
added.- 
.' 
. 
. 


In presentation, both could have im- 


proved, according to Klump. Carter 
exhibited great nervousness at first, but 
by the third debate seemed more at ease. 
Ford was "blockish" in the second 
debate — stiff and wooden. 


Neither made enough use of humor, 


which would have added spice to'some 
pretty dry comments. 


, Personal appearance wasn't nearly as 
important in 1976 as it was in the 
.Kennedy-Nixon debates, he said. -This 
was partly because such efforts had been' 
made this time to make the two men look 
as much alike as possible. 


In the third debate, Klump said, Carter 


did the best job of analysis. He deftly 
showed that many specific problems in 
the country — particularly environmental 
and economic problems — can be traced 
to the Ford administration. 


Klump considers the third debate es- 


pecially-beneficial to Carter because he 
appeared less "wishy-washy" on the 
issues and less vague about his own 
programs. 


Carter had a hard time with organiza- 


tion. Klump said it was often difficult to 
tell what point Carter was attempting to 
make, especially in the first debate. 


Ford was "not outstanding," but 


generally better organized than Carter. 


Klump said organization could have 


been improved if the candidates had been 


allowed opening statements, as in the 
vicepresidential debate. 


The debates will have real effect on the 


election, Klump said. Many voters have 
waited until all three debates were over,, 
he said, before making up their minds. 


In the third debate especially, 


ideological differences between Ford and 
Carter showed up strongly. Ford stuck to 
traditional Republican philosophy, while 
Carter sounded like a liberal Democrat, , 
the professor said. 


Strong ideological messages "tend to 


put people back'into their normal voting 
category," Klump said. This should help, 
Carter, since the Democrats are the 
majority party. 


In the debates, Klump said he 


believed that Ford was able to dispell his 
image of a man "too dumb to be 
president." while Carter was able to dis- 
pel much of his "wishy-washy" image. 


Carter also showed that he was capable 


of decision-making and leadership, 
Klump said. 


"Both are solid public speakers, but 


neither is very exciting or inspiring." 
Klump said. "Both could use a lot of 
training in debate." 


Klump is one of three debate coaches 


who have been scoring the debates for 
The Associated Press in Nebraska. Ed 
Hill of Kearney State College. Marion 
Stizmann of Creighton University and 
Klump have rated the first debate 2-1 for 
Ford, the second 2-1 for Carter, and the 
third 3-0 for Carter.

It's time for a change 


Last week in the final debate the can- 


didates made an eleventh, hour attempt, 
just days before the election, to restore 
issues to the campaign spotlight. 


Up to that point the presidential cam- 


paign of 1976 had turned on personalities 
and gaffes, ridiculous charges and 
countercharges. The result was — and still 
may be — a turned-off electorate. Many 
people were and maybe still are having a 
hard time deciding which candidate is the 
lesser of two evils. 


We don't share the view that the 


choice is between bad and bad or bad and 
worse, but it had become a prevalent view. 


Such is a shortsighted approach, 


however. 


Regardless of the perceived caliber of 


the candidates for president and vice presi- 
dent, choices will have to be made between 
them and beyond that, regardless of their 
caliber, a new government will have to be 
installed in January. 


There are choices to make in this elec- 


tion. There are also difficult problems 
facing the nation which will not get better, 
but worse, with the passage of time. 


There is, in our mind, a choice 


between another term of drift of purpose 
and confrontation within the government 
and the chance for cohesion in govern- 
ment, with the Congress and the president 
working together for a change. 


A choice exists between hiding behind 


statistics which misrepresent the true 
economic conditions in this country and 
direct action in putting people to work to 
get the economy moving "again. _ 


A choice exists between- personal 


diplomacy and courting" dictators and tor- 
turers and restoring a greater measure of , 
morality to American foreign policy. 


Choices can be made, too, on who 


should fill vacancies to the Supreme Court 
should they occur and'-whether or not 
government should reaffirm its commit- 
ment — and act upon it —,-to helping the: 
minorities achieve equal '•opportunities. 


Those arejghoices-between the present' 


adrrunistratioir-'ahd its" legacy'from 'the 
Nixon years and a new administration. 


A new administration which could not 


help but do better in infusing a new spirit 
in a bureaucracy which has lost the trust of 
the people and' in addressing the urgent 
problems of energy, environment, health 
care, tax equity and others which the pre- 


sent administration has been helpless in 
dealing with. 


In a choice between'candidates, The 


Star will take Gov. Carter. We believe he. 
has exhibited a grasp, competence and 
character overall which entitle him to a 
measure of trust. He is not well known, but 
neither were many men who went on to 
become great presidents. And he has the 
talents and resources' of a great, broad- 
based political party to back him up. 


President Ford has had two years to do 


a job. He came in under devastating cir- 
cumstances and aside from the pardon — 
which was dead wrong — he did a fairly 
good job of restoring basic trust in the 
presidency. He is a decent man, apparent- 
ly, and, as James Reston likes to say, 
almost nobody is mad at him. But that is 
not enough. 


The President is hopelessly con- 


gressional, .the product of 25 years in a 
system which rarely produces giants. No 
act illustrates his basic political instincts 
and the limits of his vision better than his 
choice of a running mate. 


The thought that Robert Dole might 


some day become president is more than 
chilling. It hits like a blast of arctic wind. 


Ford in picking Dole chose not to look 


at the future but at the political situation as 
it existed at the time. As he had been 
taught in learning the ropes in the House, 
he chose a running mate who made almost 
nobody in his party mad, but who was not 
measured against critical standards. That is 
his style and it is part of what is wrong with 
his performance in office. 


We're willing to take Carter on faith — 


faith that he'll provide the leadership 
-necessary to at least get an honest discus- 
sion-going on jobs, tax reform, energy, the 
environment, morality in foreign policy, a 
more responsive federal bureaucracy, and 
the other problems which challenge people 
of ability. 


It's argued that America can take four 


more years — how that phrase haunts — of 
letting events control our destiny; of reac- 
ting rather than acting; of submitting to" 
the strongest pressures, as in the case of 
the grain embargo, rather than standing by 
one's word. 


We're hard pressed to understand why 


the nation should wait four more years. 
Time will not stand still, even if a govern- 
ment does. 


One lesson learned 


Gerald Ford may not be the most rapid 


learner in the world when it comes to 
picking up presidential craftsmanship, but 
he has learned one lesson well: the art of 
stonewalling. 


He can "fairly well imitate his 


predecessor in clamming up when asked 
"the tough questions." It is odd a sup- 
posedly decent man would be so reluctant, 
to explain. 


In last- Friday'sjdebate, Ford was 


pressed once again to explain his role in 
trying to suppress the initial congressional 
investigation of Watergate. 


Ford told his story to committees and 


investigators two years ago and they 
believed him then, so the matter is closed, 
he said. 


Would he welcome a review of the 


White House .tapes to see if anyone else 
recollected collusion between Ford and 
any Nixon operatives over suppressing an 
investigation? 


He didn't control the tapes, Ford said. 
Nevertheless, would he welcome a 


- review of the tapes? 


He told the story two years ago and 


they believed him then 'and the matter ,is 
closed, Ford said. 


The matter is far from closed.

Pre-election purge 


WASHINGTON - The federal 


regulator}- agency, which is sup- 
posed to protect the public from 
excessive fuel profits, is going 
through a brutal pre-election 
purge of consumer advocates.

And now for the latest news from 


China. 


Western experts are still trying to un- 


ravel the web of intrigue which seems to 
have ensnared the People's Republic 
since the death of Chairman Mao. 


Reports I rum Hong Kong indicate that 


new wall posters appeared today, 
praising hegemony and decrying ennui. 


Thousands of Chinese peasants 


gathered at the Gate of Heavenly Peace 
in Peking, chanting: "We are unwilling to 
tolerate ennui anymore, but wish to 
praise the merits of hegemony as 
expressed by Chairman Hua." 


Hundreds of peasants remained behind 


to chant slogans near the shrine of 
Premier Choc, while playing catch with 
copies of Mao's Little Red 'Books. 


The lights burned into the early mor- 


ning hours at the State Department as 
policy experts attempted' to grasp the 
meaning of the new demonstrations 


Rejected, after hours of serious discus- 


sion, was the possibility that ennui and 
hegemony are the names of little known 
Chinese leaders who are either rising or 
falling in the new hierarchy of govern- 
ment or party influence. 


Majority opinion seemed to settle on 


the likelihood that the People's/Republic 
still opposes hegemony as practiced by 


nations, but not as practiced within 
China by Chairman Hua. 


The target for displeasure with ennui 


appeared to be the workers, who have 
recently shown a non-rsvolutionary 
regard for vacations and the six-day work, 
week. 


Clearly, the experts were most troubled 


by the meaning of the chanting (believed 
to be favorable)' at the shrineside of 
Premier Chou, and the tossing of the Lit- 
tle Red Books'back and forth. 


It was considered highly important that 


none of the books was destroyed. And, 
experts noted, the demonstrators 
appeared to be in a happy mood. 


Meanwhile, it was learned from foreign 


diplomatic sources stationed in Peking 
that there have been further disturbances 
in the interior of the country. 


In one city, it was reported, massed 


thousands chanted: "We wonder whether 
Chairman Mao would have approved of 
the new leadership and whether the 
perpetual revolution lives in the hearts of 
the Chinese people." 


That demonstration reportedly was 


followed by a torchlight parade, sweeping 
of the streets and two hours of group 
calisthenics. 


According to one State Department of- 


ficial, that report is ominous. , 


"I can't say any more about it,'' he

said. "But, obviously, that could signal a 
whole new shift in Chinese attitudes 
toward relationships with the U.S."

Western experts huddled at embassies 


all over the world in an effort to untangle 
the most sensational report of all. 


At Peking University, students 


reportedly locked themselves- out of 
classrooms and spent two days writing on 
: walls. Foreigners were not'allowed to 


view the results, but'reports indicated 
that there were large drawings of Chair- 
man Mao. small drawings of Chairman 
Hua and at least one drawing of President 
Ford upside down. 


Slogans reportedly ran the gamut from 


"Chairman Hua walks swiftly through the 
dark night into the dawning of a new.day 
with the people and the land watching 
carelully in the name of Chairman Mao" 
to "No more study hall." 


Other slogans praised Chou, and at 


least two sternly warned: "Travel not 
down the path of the Capitalist Road, 
peasants and workers, heirs of the 
helmsman's great works." 


Not unexpectedly, other wall posters 


heaped abuse on the Soviet Union, depic- 
ting Premier Brezhnev in a dunce's cap, 


as a mad dog and as a ravenous rodent. 


Western experts were particularly in- 


trigued by a large banner paraded on the 
university grounds by hundreds of 
students, whose shouting was accom- 
panied by cymbals, drums and gongs. 


"When there is water in the sky and th'e 


soil is dark and damp," it read, "then will 
the Chinese people take down.their tents 
and break camp." 


That slogan may have "special 


meaning." one Western expert noted. 
"We are studying it further."

The great battle for the undecideds 


WASHINGTON — In his classic 


sociological studies of how and when 
voters make up their minds in presiden- 
tial elections, the late Paul Felix 
Lazarsfeld of Columbia University 
reached one or two conclusions that may 
be relevant to the last days o! the present 
campaign. 


First, he noted that the greater the 


doubts or cross-pressures in the ^ters' 
minds, the greater the tendency to delay 
a decision until the very last minute. 


Second, 
the 
"undecideds" 


procrastinate in the hope that some event 
in the last few days of the campaign may 
resolve their doubts and enable them to 
reach a common decision within the 
family. Lazarsfeld felt that of all the 
reasons for delaying a decision, "the 
single most important one was the lack of 
complete agreement within the family." 


Third, the people who make up their 


minds last are those who think the elec- 
tion will affect themJeast. "It may be 
then," Lazarsfeld and his fellow 
sociologists concluded in The People's 
Choice, "that explicit attempts by the 
candidates and their managers to prove 
to them that the election will make a 
difference to them would be more effec- 
tive than any amount of continued 
argumentation of the issues as such."

Daniel Yankelovich, in his own analysis 


of the present national mood, feels that 
these observations are still valid today, so' 
that even the last public opinion jpolls 
may not be able to measure the outcome 
before Nov. 2. 


The cross-pressures on the voters even 


at this late date are obvious enough. 
There is a desire for change in the 
political leadership of the nation, but at 
the same time doubt about Gov^ Carter's 
ability to provide it. 


Many voters are dissatisfied with 


Gerald Ford's record but hate to vote 
against an incumbent president Gov. 
Carter emphasized moral leadership, in- ~ 
sisting that he wouldn't over-promise for 
political gain, and then out-promised 
Ford without demonstrating where the 
money was coming from. 


Accordingly, Yankelovieh feels that 


many people are confused and uneasy 
because of the contradictions at the heart 
of the campaign, not only about the two 
principal candidates but because of con- 
fusion about many issues as well. 


On the issues of inflation and, un- 


employment, for example. Yankelovich 
notes in a Public "Agenda Foundation 
report: 


— The vast majority of voters insist 


that government spending be limited 
because they recognize its impact on in- 
flation and on their personal tax problem. 
Yet. at the same time, a voter majority 
endorses many of the very government

programs that cause spending to increase. 


— Voters Qvenvhelmingly^support the 


principle of the market economy, free 
enterprise and profit-making and at the 
same time large majorities also support 
government regulation both in principle 
and practice, and think of profits as ser- 
ving to enrich the corporation rather than 
as the fuel needed to power continued 
economic growth.

— Voters also exhibit great resistance 


to the idea that inflation and unemploy- 
ment are to be pursued at the expense of 
each other. "To insist upon the work 
ethic,'' the Yankelovich report concludes, 
"and then to fail to provide work violates 
the citizen's sense of fair play ..."

It is probably too late now for either 


candidate to remove all these doubts and 
contradictions in the public mind, but as 
Lazarsfeld concluded, "the person or the 
party that convinces the hesitant voter of 
the importance of the election to him per- 
sonally — in terms of what he concretely 
wants — can have his vote/' 


This may be the decisive test in the last 


days of the campaign, and here the 
"economic issue" ghes Gov. Carter and 
Sen. Mondale an obvious advantage, par- 


ticularly if Lazarsfeld is right in thinking 
that family unity tends to resolve doubts 
at the end. 


For the slow-down in the economy and 


.continued high rates of unemployment, 
particularly among the young, have_been 
Gov. Carter's main weapons from the 
start, and Sen. Mondale Js an expert on 
family issues, particularly the need for 
day-care centers and an effective and af- 
fordable national health program. 


Both candidates will be concentrating 


from now until election day on the big in- 
dustrial states that have the most elec- 
toral votes and here too the 'Democrats 
have the advantage, for they control the 
state houses in most of these states, and 
also have the support of well-organized 
labor unions to get their registered voters 
to the polls. 


The last phase of the Battle for the 


Undecideds is thus likely to be a competi- 
tion of the parties almost as much as a 
contest between the candidates. So far, 
the line of least resistance has been for a 


- troubled electorate not to Vote at all, and 
for many not even to listen, but there is 
still time for one or the other parties to 
win by proving in the last week that the 
decision on Nov. 2 will really 'make a 
difference.

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Hua debuts as Mao's 
hand-picked successor 


Tokyo (AP) - Hua Kuo-feng 


received thunderous applause 
Sunday from a reported one 
million Chinese on his first 
public appearance as the 
successor to Mao Tse-tung and 
top. leader of the world's most 
populous nation. 


The crowd, much of it 


assembled in neat rows in front 
of Tien An Men — the Gate of 
Heavenly Peace — also cheered 
a report that the nation has es- 
caped "real danger" from a coup 
attempt involving Mao's widow. 


Peking Mayor Wu Teh told the 


audience of soldiers and civilians 
that Mao, before his death at age 
82- on Sept. 9, personally had 
selected Hua to succeed him as 
Communist party chairman. He 
added that a "gang of four" top 
officials had tried to thwart this 
and wanted to name Mao's 
widow, Chiang Ching, to the top 
party post. 


Hua, in military uniform, 


appeared--atop the gate where 
Mao had stood to proclaim the 
founding of the People's 
Republic on Oct. 1, 1949, and 
where Hua himself had ad- 
dressed Mao's funeral rally on 
Sept. 18. 
• 


In a television broadcast 


viewed in Hong Kong he was 


seen smiling and chatting with 
other officials, even during the 
speeches. He made no speech of 
his, own, possibly to avoid 
.breaking the pattern of praise 
for him set by Wu's address. 


Hua, 57,. was virtually un- 


known until last January when 
he was picked as acting premier 
following the death of Premier 
Chou En-lai. 


Wu gave few details of the 


alleged coup attempt and.said 
nothing about the fate of the 
conspirators, except that "we 
must thoroughly expose and 
repudiate" them. In addition to 
Chiang Ching, the ringleaders 
were identified as party Vice 
Chairman Wang Hung-wen, Vice 
Premier Chang Chun-chiao ^and 
Politburo member Yao Wen- 
yuan. 


Japanese reports said the four 


are being detained and in- 
vestigated separately in Peking. 


"We were confronted with the 


real danger of our party turning 
revisionist and our country-' 
changing its political color," said 
Wu, who is also one of 16 
remaining members and alter- 
nate members of the Politburo. 


The rally Mowed massive 


demonstrations in the Chinese 
capital and other cities in sup- 
port of Hua's selection. 


The official Hsinhua news 


agency said Wu stated that short- 
ly after naming Hua premier and 
first deputy party chairman in 
April, "Chairman Mao wrote to 
comrade Hua Kuo-feng in his 
own handwriting, 'With you in 
charge, I'm at ease,' which 
expressed his boundless trust in 
comrade Hua Kuo-feng." 


Japan's Kyodo news service 


quoted reliable sources in 
Peking as saying Mao was not at 
ease with his wife. It said he had 
refused even to meet with 
Chiang Ching since late 1973, 
telling her through aides, "We 
met several times but you did 
not carry out my orders. You 
always talked about small things 
but never consulted me on big 
things." 


Kyodo also said Mao had ad- 


monished his wife, now 62, not 
to team up with Wang, Chang 
and Yao and hot to issue direc- 
tives in his name. 


Wu said, "while Chairman 


Mao was seriously ill and after 
he passed away, the anti-party 
clique of Wang Hung-wen, 
Chang Chun-chiao, Chiang Ching 
and Yao Wen-yuan hastily seized . 
the opportunities and attempted 
to usurp top party, and state 
leadership."

• Pulitzer-Prize winner Bob 
Greene, who has kept much of 
the team's work nnder wraps, 
said in an interview that the 
group now believes "Arizona, 
per population, has larger 
organized crime figures than any 
other state in the uaion.V He 
said many known organized 
crime personalities have arrived 
here in the past five years. 


Greene, of the Long Island, 


N.Y. newspaper "Newsday,'' 
said the team's current

•"We believe that while there

' Bolles was a founding member 
of IRE, Investigative Reporters 
and Editors, the group from 
which Greene drew his team 
members. 


Greene sees it as a unique

Some 
major newspaper editors, who 
refused to participate, have 
viewed the idea with skepticsm.

the idea of a reporter's fire team 
which could probe things like 
the Martin Luther King and 
John Kennedy assassinations, ii

Although Greene's group of- 


ficially moved into the Adams 
Hold on Oct. 4, he disclosed that 
an advance party of three 
slipped into town only a few 
days after Bolles was kfDed.

"By the time we came here in 


October we had nearly 2,000 file 
cards already indexed. We now 
have an FBI-style index system 
on crimes and criminals and 
public officials in Arizona that 
has its equal only in the police 
intelligence department," he 
said. 


This methodical research has 


occupied the reporters since 
they hit town. 


In the "city room," a suite at 


the Adams Hotel, typewriters 
clack around the clock. A dozen 
college student volunteers fin 
out index cards. Reporters study 
stacks of documents. 


All 18 members do not work at 


once. Greene said there is a per- 
manent cadre of six — Tucson's 
Arizona Daily Star, Newsday and 
the Detroit News have reporters 
assigned fufltime to the task 
force. 
Others fly in for a few weeks 


when they're needed. This week, 
the Kansas City Star sent a 
newsman. The team is frequent- 
ly expanded by volunteers, 
Greene said, reporters who pay 
their own way to come here on 
vacations and pitch it "It's sort 
of a sentimental thing for them" 


With their probe, Greene said, 


the participants feel they are 
•"buying life insurance for every 
reporter in the country," 


"Bolles was killed in an at- 


mosphere where people felt the 
killing of a reporter was a 
reasonable response to what lie 
wrote," said Greeks.

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College educated voters shift to Ford

The most startling political news of this season is 


that Democrat Jimmy Carter has gone from a lead-pipe 
unih victory in July alter the Democratic convention to 
a point with only a week to go where he could lobe this 
election 


Despite all the attention paid to the ethnic vote, the 


group that has changed its voting preference more 
drastically than any other over the past three months 
are those who have had some college education, who 
now make up a substantial 43% of the electorate and are 
the most well-informed and articulate voters. 


In July, the college educated preferred Carter to 


President Ford by 62-33% By the latest count, the 
college educated have shifted completely around and 
now support Ford over Carter by 51-33% This means 
that a 29-pomt Carter lead has been converted into a 13- 
pomt deficit, or a net shift of 42 points among the 
college educated 


In the .course of these three months, the college 


educ ated have not changed their perception of the coun- 
try the roster of issues they would give highest priority 
to or their basic assessment of President Ford They 
think he was wrong to have pardoned former President 
Richard Nixon, do not give him high marks on his 
handling of the economy and do not feel that he is an in- 
spiring leader But they feel he is a man of high integri- 
ty, has been basically correct in foreign policy and 
would be a well mtenlioned and moderately effective 
occupant of the White House for the next four years 


The reason behind the change m the college- 


educated vote can be found in what these voters think of 
Carter His basic integrity is not doubted by those with' 
some college education, for a 67-16% majority believes 


Harris Poll 


he is an honest man A 63-19% majority is impressed 
with what it feels is a genuine concern for the less 
privileged sectors of society. And 59-21% feel that he 
benefits by not being part of the insider establishment 
in Washington, D C 


Carter's problems with the college educated are 


that he has simply not dispelled key doubts that these 
people held about him over the summer and still hold as 
election day approaches 


— In late August, a 54-34% majority of these voters 


criticized Carter for trying to avoid taking stands on 
issues They tended to think that he tries to be "all 
things to all men " After watching him closely and 
hearing him claim to take stands on a wide variety of 
issues in domestic and foreign policy •areas, 57-32% of 
college-educated voters feel "he has ducked taking 
stands on issues to avoid offending anyone, and that is 
wrong " 


— One of the appealing qualities of the early Carter 


campaign to this segment of the voters was that he 
seemed to take on the entrenched establishment in the 
Democratic Party in the primaries and beat it when he 
won the nomination Yet in his efforts to obtain unified 
backing from the diverse elements that make up his par- 
ty, Carter has largely lost his reputation for in- 
dependence 


In late August, a 53-27% majority of the key college- 


educated group felt that "he doesn't seem so indepen- 
dent anymore," and by October, the number who feel 
that way has risen to 55-25%. The more Carter has 


seemingly embraced established Democrats such as 
Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago and George Meany, 
head of the AFL-CIO, the less these voters feel that "he 
is his own man " 


— A major enigma about Carter with the media and 


the college educated has been a constant concern about 
just wnat kind of man he really is It was perhaps no 
surprise that 52-39% of the college educated felt m 
August that Carter made them "feel uneasy because I 
can't tell what kind of person he really is " But, con- 
trary to expectation, by October the number of the 
college educated who feel uneasy about him has men to 
a 56-35% majority. 


— In late summer, the college educated were 


divided 42-42% on the claim that Carter would be "the 
kind of new, fresh face that is needed in the White 
House " Now, as the election day approaches, a 45-37% 
plurality say they don't feel he is die kind of new face 
that is needed at the helm in Washington 


At the same time, over the past three months, the 


number of college educated voters who feel that Carter 
could well inspire confidence in the White House has 
risen only from 43-45%, hardly a breakthrough And by 
46-42%, a narrow plurality worries that "he seems to be 
more concerned with his getting to be president than 
with what he can do for the people and the country." 


in short, by any measure, Carter has simply tailed 


to make his case with that segment of the voters who 
have had exposure to a college education When asked 
whom they would trust more as president for the next 
four years, they named Ford over Carter by a lopsided 
46-28% margin

Elizabeth, South Africa, brought a stream of protests from the 
American Theater Critics Association The group had planned 
demonstrations this week in New York and Washington to demand 
the actors' release 


The Transkei, a homeland set up for people of the Xhosa African 


tribe, is scheduled to become independent from white-ruled South 
Africa at one minute after midnight on Oct 26 No foreign govern- 
ment or the United Nations has indicated it would recognize 
Transkei as an independent state 


The recognition problem stems from South Africa's policy of 


"separate development" and its plan to grant independence to 
black African tribal homelands as a means of insuring that South 
Africa itself remains under control of the white minority

For George and Helen Mika, fishing and hunting 


are a way of life. 


In fact, Helen Mika not.only.goes along on fishing 


and hunting trips, she helps clean the fish and dress 
the game. And year round she prepares delectable dis- 
hes with every kind of game, fowl and fish imaginable. 


"You have to go along with a husband," she says, 


noting that if a wife expects her husband to go places 
with her, she must learn to go along with what he 
enjoys. 
' 


That's what marriage is all about, says the lady 


who is widely known in the southeastern part of the 
state for her expertise in preparation of fish, game and 
fowl. 


Insisting that there's no trick to preparing tasty 


dishes from wild birds and game, Mrs. Mika says field 
dressing is the most important part. 


'Proud of her Czechoslovakia!! heritage, Mrs. Mika 


says garlic is another essential ingredient in all game 
but pheasant. 


"We're Bohemian and like garlic," she says, 


noting that some people may prefer other seasonings. 


"George and I like that taste of wild meat," Mrs. 


Mika says, adding that people who don't like that taste 
should marinate their meat or use bacon as the added 
fat in cooking. 
.» 


She says she generally prefers to use .salt pork 


because bacon disguises the wild flavor, but she used 
excess fat from pork loin when she prepared,the 16 dis- 
hes for demonstration and sampling at the Lancaster 
County Extension Office last week. 


"I found;that salt pork was $1.19 per pound," she 


told the some CO people who shewed up to learn about 
preparation of game at the ext£nsjon Offjcei and so "I 
asked the butcher to cut me some fat off the pork loin 
and that worked just fine." 
• 


Mrs. Mika said she always freezes the fat in strips 


the size she anticipates using ror a venison roast, for 
example, and the frozen fat facilitates handling and in- 
sertion of the fat into the roa^t before cooking. 


She said she also places a [ew strips of the fat on 


the top of a roast before'putting it in the oven. 


•Emphasizing the importance of removing all 


game fat from the animal became of its strong flavor 
and smell, Mrs. Mika said if garne and fowl is properly 
dressed the odor in cooking wild meat is not a 
problem. 


For most wild meat roast-;, Mrs. Mika uses only 


salt, pepper and garlic - bu.t not garlic salt. She 
: recommends two cloves of garfoc for a three- to four- 


pound roast and occassibnally crushes up a bay leaf 
around the meat "but never ii, it.", 


Although some people skin fowif the Mikas pluck 


everything. The skin gives added flavor which 
shouldn't be; wasted, according to Mrs. Mika. 
.. 
Emphasizing that all fow) should be frofen in 
: 


water and never dry, Mrs. Mik, says she has found by 
first freezing^ small bird or bivds in water in a bread 
'pan. she can then remove the frozen bird and wrap in 
freezer paper into a neat unifor^ package for storage. 


Then all one has to do.when ready to thaw the bird 


or birds for cooking is to return the frozen fowl to^that 
bread pan-—it fits perfectly and'there's no counter 


• mess. 


. 
Although guests may expect to get duck with 


dumplings of dressing at this Czech household, Mrs. 
Mika says she never fixes wild duck.or grouse with 
dressing.

• And she doesn't waste good apples in the cavity of 


a bird, either. - 
• 


"I save'apple peelings and cores, celery leaves and 


green onion tops and freeze them in plastic bags until 
I'm ready to fix a duck," she said. 


Doing it this way is quite a savings since the 


apples are thrown out.after the bird is cooked, she 
'noted.-

These vegetables and apple peelings and cores 


may be inserted in their frozen state in the bird cavity, 
according to Mrs. Mika.

: "You just need to thaw them enough to get them 


into the cavity." she said. 


Although Mrs. Mika admitted she didn't get much 


else accomplished the day she arose at 4 a.m. to 
prepare the vast variety of dishes for sampling at the 
county extension office, fishing, hunting and cooking 
aren't her only hobbies.

dressed the first-place Winning doll in a local bank's 
Christmas doll dressing contest last year and recently 
created a bird marionette.

And as pheasant season opens Oct. 30 and deer 


season begins Nov. 13, many a housewife will 
.cringe as the male members of the household don 
their hunting'attire. 


But their preparation of tasty game and fowl 


can be made much easier if the hunters properly 
dress the birds or game before bringing it home. 


Almost everything should be field dressed im- 


mediately to insure its best taste, according to 
experts at the Nebraska Game Commission as well 
as experienced game cooks. 


There is no spice or flavoring that will cover up 


the lack of proper field dressing and game that has 
not been trimmed properly and neatly will never 
look as appetizing as the cuts of domestic meat in 


• the supermarket. ' 


According to the National Rifle Association, 


crudely-butchered game looks worse cooked than 
raw. So, it is recommended for those who have no 
meat cutting' skills, that big game be taken to a 
professional for cutting. 


The experts say once the game or fowl has 


been properly dressed and cut, some special treat- 
ment may Be necessary, but generally the meat can, 
be prepared in the same manner in which domestic 
meats are handled. 


No special or distinctive recipes are necessary. 


But because wild game Is usually tougher, leaner 
and more fibrous than domestic meat, some steps 
should be taken to insure its tenderness and good 
taste.

To remove the gamey taste from big game, it 


should be hung in a controlled temperature area or 
in open air when the temperature ranges between 
36 to 40 degrees. To• firm.the meat of young 
animals, one week may be sufficient, but it may be 


necessary to leave an older animal hanging for 
from two to three weeks. 


, Parboiling will also reduce the strong taste of 


large game. 
. ' 


Soaking of small game such as rabbits and 


squirrels in salt overnight will improve the flavor. 
And Chet McClain of the Game Commission says 
cold water will do the job without even adding the 
.salt.

Small game should be refrigerated at least one _ 


day before cooking. Otherwise the meat should be 
wrapped in,freezer paper and frozen for later use. 


Ethel Diedrichsen, extension specialist in food 


and nutrition at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, recommends removing the fat from game 
and substituting beef suet or bacon strips when 
cooking.

Meat that has been well-cared for in the field 


has a delightful flavor which can be developed in 


cooking or masked with a highly-seasoned sauce, 
she says. • "

Roasts from young animals can be cooked like 


comparable beef roasts. Chops and steaks from 
young animals can be broiled or pan-fried, but cuts, 
steaks or chops from older animals- should be 
braised or 'made into stew or ground meat. 


The species, age and type of cut should be coa- 


sidered in determining the method of cooking. For 
example, Casserole or Dutch oven methods con- 
sisting of browning and then simmering for long 
periods over reduced heat while keeping the meat 
moist is best for mature animals or tough breasts of 
old birds. 


According to a cookbook published by the 


National Rifle Association, long exposure to heat 
will make meat tender. A pressure cooker greatly 
reduces the cooking time, but long frying or 
broiling will make meat tough and dry. 


Marinating is one of the most common 


methods for dealing with the toughness and strong 


' flavor of game and fowl, which must be soaked 


longer than domestic meat. 


Grinding is the surest way to make such tuts as 


shank, neck, brisket and,flank of large wild game 
palatable. 


The strong flavor may be reduced by removing 


all fat before grinding. Some like to replace the 
wild fat with beef or pork fat or pork sausage to 
keep the meat from being too dry. A mixture, of 
one-third pork sausage and two-thirds gameburger 
with onions and sage will prevent dryne'ss and 
cover up the gamey flavor. ; 


As in other game, field care of game birds 


makes a significant difference in quality and taste. 


Wild ducks and geese can be cooked just like 


tame ones; and pheasant, quail, dove and grouse 
may be substituted in chicken'recipes.

Windbreak can cut drought loss

A portion of the' losses that 


farmers suffered due to drought 
might have been prevented if 
they had protected their fields 
with windbreaks according to 
researchers at the University of 
Nebraska Field Laboratory near 
Mead. 


In 1966, six windbreak systems 


were established by Professor 
Walter Bagley of the forestry 
department at the field lab. 


Ten. years later these systems 


offer scientists an opportunity to 
.study-the effect of shelterbelts 
on crop production and on the 
plant growth process. 


During the dry summer of 


1976, Dr. Jim Brandle and Dr. 
Ralph Neild studied the effects 
of shelterbelts on.dryland corn 
production. While the study is 
not complete,-initial findings do 
indicate that pla_nts grown in a 
protected area 'produce more 
grain than those exposed to the 
hot, dry southwest winds. 


Yields of only. 10 bushels an 


acre are expected on the exposed 
plots while a yield of 50 to 60 
bushels an acre is anticipated 
from the protected plots. 
Growth conditions were; 
definitely 'more favorable with 
protection from the trees. 


On July I, the protected plots 


showed a 49% advantage in fresh 
weight over those exposed to the. 
wind,-On July.7, the protected, 
plants were' 25%_-toller ^ than-• 
those without protection. 


The protected plants also 


tasseled as much as a week 
earlier- than those in the un- 
protected area. This increase in , 
growth, rate places critical 
periods of corn development 
such as pollination, seed set and 
grain filling at times in the-

growing season when adequate 
moisture is more likely to be 
present 


Farmers often criticize wind- 


breaks for a decrease in produc- 
tion in land next to the wind- 
break "because trees use water to 
grow. This is referred to as the 


:sapping effect. 


Scientists say there is no way 


to avoid all sapping effects since 
trees in the windbreak do need 
water to grow. The effect can be 
minimized by the careful selec- 
tion of the species of trees used 
in the windbreak. 


A windbreak of a shallow 


rooted tree such as a cotton wood 
should be avoided in favor .pf 


trees with a deep root system. 
These-deep.-ronted species, such 
as eastern red^ cedar, offer less 
competition to row crops for 
limited water and. nutrient 
supplies. 


A recent survey indicates/that 


many of the windbreaks planted 
in previous years.'are being 
removed. Many agricultural 
scientists are concerned that the 
removal of these" trees will lead 
to a drastic increase in long term 
wind erosion and increased crop 
losses.

More than three million trees and shrubs are 


available foi distribution, to Nebraska this year 
through the Clarke-McNary program, ad- 
ministered through the State Forestry office 
beginning Nov. 1.

hundred thousand trees and shrubs from last 
year, said Neal E. Jennings, district Extension 
forester and assistant state forester at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln. Trees may be requested 
through county Extension agents or through the 
Natural Resource District (NRD) forester. 


Seedling trees will cost $14.50 per hundred 


delivered and S12.50 per hundred picked up at the 
Nebraska Slate Forest in Halsey. Evergreen 
varieties available are red cedar. Rocky Mountain 
juniper. Scotch pine. Ponderosa and Austrian 
pine. Colorado blue spruce. Black- Hill spruce, 
jack pine, eastern white pine and southwestern 


white pine. 


Tall broadleaf tree varieties listed are Siberian ^ 


elm. hackberry. honey locust, cottomvood. silver 
maple, black walnufgreen ash and northern red • 
oak.

Shrubs and small trees include lilac, 


honeysuckle. American plum, autumn olive, Rus- 
sian olive, cottoneaster. chokecheny, Waking 
cherry.

Tree orders 
are taken from Nov. 1 until the supply of trees is 
gone. Delivery will be in April. 


The tree distribution has taken place annually 


since 1926: two years after the Clarke-McNary 
Art was passed. A section of the act pertains to 
producing and selling at cost of production, tree 
planting stock to farm or land owners. The pur- 
pose was to promote the establishment'of wind- • 
breaks, shelterbelts and farm woodlands.

Soil Conservation Service 


experts estimate that more than 
5.6 million acres of cropland 
were damaged by wind erosion 
in the ten-state Great Plains 
area. This includes 310,000 acres 
in Nebraska.

Perennial weed 
is not fought well 


Popular weed control' practices employed by many farmers 


tend to encourage perennial weeds — such as milkweed, dogbane, 
bindweed and climbing milkweed, a University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln extension weed.control'specialist said. 


John Furrer explained that the concept of pre-emergence weed 


control in crops, accompanied by fewer cultivations and reduced 
tillage, is designed to control annual weeds, but has little effect on 
perennial weeds. 


"Some studies show that when annual weeds are eliminated, 


the reduced competition 'releases' perennials so that they spread 
more rapidly." Furrer said. "This is.the,situation we have on 
thousands of acres in Nebraska and other Midwestern states." 


One approach to cutting back on dogbane, milkweed, bindweed 


and other perennials is to go back to more crop rotations and 
cultivation. Furrer continued. "Chemicals are not the answer to all 
of our weed problems," he emphasized. . 


The agronomist advised growing crops that start early and get 


the jump on perennials —.wheat is a good example. 


"Usually, it takes three or more years of wheat with frequent 


cultivations after wheat harvest to make a dent in the population of 
perennial weeds'." he said.,. 


Alfalfa is another excellent crop to compete with perennial 


weeds. The frequent mowings and strong competition from alfalfa 
will often wipe out many perennials in .three years. Furrer said.'

The latest calculations on the. 


carry-over of grains, that should 
be left as harvest equipment 
enters the fields indicates there 
should be continued upward 
price pressure on feed grains and 
soybeans. 


Any rise- iri wheat prices will 


be small unless some unforeseen 
event sharply increases wheat 
demand because the anticipated 
carry-over of 849 million bushels 
is about the amount of wheat 
normally used in a year for all 
domestic purposes. 


The anticipated soybean carry- 


over is pegged at 100 million 
bushels arid calls for a sharp 
reduction in exports and 
domestic crushing to have even 
that amount left. This is said to- 
be inadequate to keep the soy- 
bean pipeline filled from the 
.farm to consumer. Soybean - 


crushers will have to reduce 
'crushing due to a lack of supply. 


The corn carry-over of 394 


million bushel is slightly higher 
than the last two years "but well 
below the 483 million left when 
the farmers started harvesting 
their 1975 crop. 


Grain sorghum supplies are 


'expected to dwindle to '51 
million.bushel by the.,time the 
harvest begins,next fall. 


With the painful exception of 


.wheat, it would appear that 
reasonable estimates of supply 
and demand should force higher 
prices, provided government' 
tinkering to slow price rises or 
an embargo doesn't come along 
to deflate prices. 


. In 
1 the case of wheat we need 


all the tinkering we can get to ex- 
pand the use^of bread grains in 
feed, in exportand in the home. 
Wheat growers are losing their 
shirts at current prices.

of the United States won Japan' Formula 
One Grand Prix auto race Sunday while 
Britain's James Hunt placed third and took 
the world driving championship. 


Andretti, driving a John Player Special 


77, had the pole position in the 73-lap com- 
petition that was delayed one hour and 39 
minutes by rain and fog. 


Hunt, in his McLaren M23, took an early 


lead and held it until the 62nd lap, when he 
dropped back. 


Niki Lauda Austria, who had led in the 


race for the driving crown and went into 
this final Grand Prix of the year with a 
three-point lead over Hunt, quit after the 
first lap. 


Hunt got four points for third place iirthe 


driving title quest, giving him a 69-68 edge 
over the Austrian. 


After taking his Ferrari 312 T-2-into the 


pjts shortly after the race started, Lauda 
said: "It's too misty. Sometimes I couldn't- 
tell which direction the car was going. For 
me it was the limit. For me there is 
something more important than the world 
championship." 


Second place was taken by Patrick 


Depailler of France, driving an Elf Tyrrell' 
3-42. 


Rain that started Saturday night still was 


falling at race time. Officials first an- 
nounced a 15-minute delay, largely be- 
cause of patches of fog that hung over parts 
of the 2.615 mile course near the foot of 
famed Mt. Fuji. The competition finally, 
got underway two hours later when a light 
rain still was falling. 


The racers sent up huge streams of water 


from" the wet course in the early laps.

Nobody compares Mike Fultz to mean Joe 


Greene of pro football, but the difference is a 
matter of temperment rather than results. 


Fully., at 6-5 and 275 pounds, anchors the right 


side of Nebraska's defensive line, combining with 
Ron Pruitt on the left side to make up one of the 
best defensive tackle tandems in college football. 


"Mike is a very even-tempered player," said 


Monte Kiffin, defensive coordinator for the 
Cornhuskers. 


"He's kind of quiet and reserved in a sense, 


you know." Kiffin, said, "but when he gets out on 
the field, he's entirely different." 


Fultz is "different" to the tune of 41 tackles in 


seven games this season,'19 unassisted. 


His play in a losing cause against Missouri 


earned him top defensive player of the game 
honors by a vote of the ABC-TV crew. 


Rather than a mean demeanor, Fultz relies on 


size, strength and quickness in the physical depart- 
ment: a pair of other factors in the psychological 
area: 


"He's got a lot of emotion and pride." Kiffin 


said, "and I think those are the two best words to 
describe him." 


Kiffin said Fultz, a Lincoln native, is having a 


banner senior year because he worked in summer 
and fall drills, making himself into true All- 
American caliber. •

high on him." the defensive coach said. Kiffin 
wouldn't predict how high in the pro draft Fultz 
would go. "but there's a place for him in pro loot- 
ball."

"The break for me was when 


.Marcis fell back," said Petty 
"He was the only one who had a 
lap on me when he went out, and 
it would have been awful tough 
to make that lap back up on

Petty had'tire problems early
